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Shortly after the Chiaese New Year, Jationalist troops recaptured Tatsiesnaiu 
(102-02, 30-03), which nad been in the possession of the Chinese Comnunists 
for two and a half monshs. At that time the secrat socicties still held 
T'iench’uan (102-46, 50204), and wvinzyuan (102-18, 27253). Mowever, within 
a few days 1,000 mounted Chinese Comaunist troops drove the Jationalists 
from the Tatsionlu avea, and both 1"iench'uan and Ningyuan fell. Lit‘ang 
(100-16, 30-00) and Yatane (99-00, 30-00) surrendered but, as of mid-April 
1550, were aot occupied in foree by the Chinese Communists.
